the Fonr Heasons. Famous artists have 
contrilnili'il to the effectiveness of these 
broail plar.as by providing symbolic sta 
tues which, mounteil oa hage arches and 
».'rouped about the fooataias, make eon- 
creto the abstract Ideas of the arehl- 
tccts. 

Urouped about tho Court of tho Uni- 
verso are the mala eahibition struc- 
tures, eleven in number. These are de 
voted to exhibits of mnnttfactures, ma 
chlnory, mines and metalurgy, transpor- 
trtion, agriculture, education, food pro- 
ducts, liberal arts, fine arts, hortlenl- 
tiire, electricity and varieil inihist ries. 
Tho largest of these is the l':ilace of 
Machinery, which cost more thau ♦Ot>i\ 
000 and has a total length of nearly 
1,000 feet. 

Borne of the exhiliit jvalaces li;ive ns 
much as nine acres of lloor space. The 
combined exhibit space of the main 
liniMings grouped aboat the central 
court is 3,7.11,600 square feet. Tho main 
group ha-i llir jjiMii'i;il a|ipciir:uici' of In- 

iiig under one roof, as the buildings are 
connected by arches and courts. In ad 

ilition, the iliiines on the corners of 
e:ich of the liiiililings are of the s:iiiie 
height anil tho minarets, ridges and tur 
rets of each are placed in corresponding 
positions. A striking exception is the 
P:il:tc,. of Horticulture, which is built 
in the style of a Turkish mosque and 
surmounted by the largest glass dome 
in the world.
